The finance committee, to whom 
was referred. the request for an in- 
crease of salary by Mr. Anderson as 
assistant engineor, reported that Mr. 


|Andergon had since resigned and the 


matter was dropped. 

The secretary ther. read a letter 
from J. E, Askwith in which he ten- 
dered his resignation as town engin- 
eer.. A letter from Mayor Bott form- 
ally accepting the resignation was 
also read to the council. The mayor 
then explained the circumstances 
which led up to the resignation, the 
substance of which was a discussion 
between him and the engineer as to 
why the town wasn’t properly supplied 
with water after a year’s negotia- 
tions. Since the resignation was ac- 
cepted the mayor and the water com- 
mittee had instucted Mr. Kitchen to 
take charge of the working town staff, 
as a working foreman at a fixed salary 
of $100 per month. 

On motion of Councillor Broughton 
and McLean the action of the mayor 
in accepting the engineer's resignation 
was endorsed by the. council unani- 
mously. It was also agreed that the 
arrangement made by the water com- 
mittee regarding the carrying on of 
the work for the present were satis- 
factory. 

Foreman Kitchen was instructed to 
have ditch on First street dug at con- 
tract price of 40c per foot, 

A letter wag read from W. G. 
Hutchinson applying for the position 
of assistant engineer. On motion of 
Councillors Lavelle and Oates the ap- 
lication was accepted and Mr. Hutch- 
ingon engaged. 

As the date for the ratepsyers’s an- 
nual meeting falls on Monday, Nov.

A letter was read from the Redcliff

OUR OPPORTUNITY. 

The Ontario Department’ of 
Agriculture is making a survey 
of the waste lands of ‘old’ and 
new Ontario for the purpose of 
obtaining information regarding 
their possibilities for cattle and 
sheep ranching, This survey 
should reveal some interesting 
facts and be the means of ob- 
taining valuable information. 

A survey of this nature should 
be conducted in every province 
in Canada. In fact, all of our 
land should be carefully classi- 
fied preceding settlement, to pre- 
vent settlers making the mis- 
take of locating on land unsuit- 
able for farming. 

Mumerous mistakes have been |! 
made in this respect in the past 
and we here in Redcliff do not 
need to go far from our own 
doors to see some glaring exam- 

pee Ss 

Various excuses may be made 
as to why these errors have hap- 
pened in the past, but none can 
be offered for their continuance. 
Whether the Crown land in a 

. province be under provincial or 
Dominion control, it is the duty 
of the government having juris- 
diction to see that it is properly 
classified, and that settlers are 
allowed only on land suitable for 
agriculture and where there is 
reasonable assurance that a de- 
cent living can be made, 

With the great demand for 
production at the present time, 
the fact that we can sit at our 
office window as we write these 
lines and gaze on hundreds of 
acres of land which are not pro- 
ducing a bushel of grain, is noth- 
ing short of a crime. And to 
make matters worse, this land 
is within a stone’s throw of the 
main line of the C. P. R. lying 
idle, while immigrants are being 

. induced to go from twenty to 
fifty miles from railways, schools 
churches and stores to settle. 
Yes, there certainly is a great 
opportunity for action.

Therefore the only 
way in which Canada can main- 
tain her agricultural, industria! 
and commercial — prosperity
